Recreation Director Again 
Proposes Reorganization

The Greenbelt City Council 
celebrated May Day by spending 
four hours plodding through the 
Recreation Department budget in 
a work session attended by one 
citizen, two reporters and a lot of 
recreation staffmembers. All 
councilmembers were present. 
The review engendered little ob- 
jection to the proposed recreation 
program or division among the 
councilmembers. It gave Recre- 
ation Director Harry G. Irving 
and his professional staff an op- 
portunity to set forth their many 
accomplishments and budget 
needs — both those included in 
the budget by City Manager 
Michael P. McLaughlin and those 
that were not. Irving once again 
submitted his proposal to reorga- 
nize the department. 

In the only action of the night, 
council, at the urging of 
Councilmember Edward Putens, 
rejected a staff proposal to in- 
crease the senior daily admission 
rate at the Greenbelt Aquatic and 
Fitness Center by 25 cents during 
the non-summer months and 50 
cents in the summer. Mayor 
Judith Davis noted that it was the 
only resident daily admission rate 
that staff had proposed to in- 
crease. Not mentioned was that 
when the other rates had been in- 
creased in a prior year, council re- 
fused to increase the senior rate. 

A proposed increase of three 
percent across the board for all 
passholders appeared to meet 


with no objection from the coun- 
cil. The members also appeared 
to support the establishment of a 
new daily admission category, 
young adult, for ages 14 to 17, 
with a fee in between that of a 
youth and an adult. 

Aquatic Center Supervisor 
George Rogala put forth the idea 
that instead of annual passes ex- 
piring all at one time after Labor 
Day and the cost of passes sold 
during the year being prorated for 
the remainder of the pass year, 
passes sold at anytime be for a 
one-year term and the full fee 
charged. He felt that another 
$53,000 would have been realized 
last year if that had happened. 
Councilmembers appeared skeptical. 

Reorganization 

Irving had proposed a reorga- 
nization of the department last 
December when former Assistant 
Director Harry James had retired. 
Council refused to consider it at 
that time, requesting it be pre- 
sented with the budget. Irving 
reviewed his proposal, which 
calls for the creation of two assis- 
tant directors, but no increase in 
the number of full-time employ- 
ees. In addition, the department 
would be restructured to divide it 
between programming and opera- 
tions, each directed by an assis- 
tant director. Under program- 
ming would be the sub-sections 
of therapeutic recreation,

Pet Expo Is Huge Success 
As Dogs and Owners Dance

Greenbelt’s 
first city-spon- 
sored Pet Expo 
provided a day 
of fun for 
adults, children, 
and their dogs, 
while also en- 
couraging re- 
sponsible pet 
ownership. 

The event, 
which took 
place at the Community Center 
last Saturday from 11 a.m. to 3 
p.m., included such events as a 
canine police demonstration, a 
canine musical freestyle where 
dogs danced with their owners, 
and a flyball demonstration in- 
volving a competition between 
humans and dogs to retrieve a 
tennis ball and cross the finish 
line first. Jon Walter and his su- 
pervisor from Amusements by 
Pony Express erected an inflat- 
able Moon Bounce that proved 
popular to many young children. 

There were at least two dem- 
onstrations of flyball. The one 
that began at 2:30 p.m. started 
off with a race between the chil- 
dren and the dogs. The children 
had a slight advantage because 
they got to run on flat land, 
whereas the dogs had to jump 
over four small hurdles before 
bumping their noses into a rubber 
contraption which then fed them 
the tennis ball they needed to re- 
trieve. The humans simply 
plucked a tennis ball out of a 





bucket. 

In the first 
race a girl 
beat the dog 
by a_ wide 
margin. In 
the second, a 
young boy 
was left in 
the dust by 
his canine 
competitor. In 
the next race 
a very fast dog named Cowyjazz 
Little Lena slammed her nose 
into the machine and returned to 
the finish mark while her human 
rival had barely passed the half- 
way point. 

The dogs had different styles 
and levels of competing. One dog 
that appeared to be at least part- 
golden retriever leapt high over 
the low hurdles, resulting in a 
prancing motion that slowed her 
progress. Other dogs demon- 
strated amusing knowledge of 
competition rules, such as one 
dog that dropped the ball imme- 
diately upon crossing the finish 
line, the way a football player 
might drop a football after a 
touchdown. 

At one point, Peter L. Will- 
iams, Lena’s owner, thought it 
was time for humans to even the 
score. “Someone said I can’t 
beat my own dog so I’m going 
to have to take that challenge,” 
he boasted. Despite a clear ten-

Cooperators Nationwide Check Out the Local Co-ops

Greenbelt’s kinfolk came 
clean across the country and 
even crossed the border for the 
town’s recent co-op wing-ding. 
The reunion, sponsored by the 
National Cooperative Business 
Association (NCBA) in Wash- 
ington, D.C., brought 25 
people from brother and sister 
co-ops and cooperative devel- 
opment organizations in 11 
States, the District of Columbia, 
and Canada to tour and learn 
about six of Greenbelt’s seven 
co-ops. The reunion was part 
of NCBA’s Future Co-op Lead- 
ers program held April 23 to 
27 in conjunction with the 
2002 Cooperative Conference 
in Washington, D.C. 

On April 26, Leta Mach, 
Greenbelt resident and NCBA 
education director, led repre- 
sentatives from credit unions, 
food, housing, education and 
recreation, health care workers, 
and farming co-ops to the 
Greenbelt City Council cham- 
bers to hear Greenbelt co-op 
board members and employees 


explain how their respective co- 
ops function. Board President 
Jim Cassells and Manager Bob 
Davis represented the Greenbelt 
Consumer Cooperative (Greenbelt 
supermarket/pharmacy); General 
Manager Gretchen Overdurff and 
Contracts Specialist Kathy 
Linkenhoker, Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc.; Board President Jim Giese, 
the Greenbelt Cooperative Pub- 
lishing Association (Greenbelt 
News Review); and Board Presi- 
dent Jerry Rice, the Greenbelt 
Federal Credit Union. 

After the forum, the coopera- 
tors wandered around the com- 
munity and into the grocery store 
and credit union. They then ate 
lunch at the New Deal Café, 
where manager Terri Rutledge 
discussed the co-op’s operations. 
The future leaders also sat in 
pint-size chairs and greeted pupils 
at the Greenbelt Nursery School 
as director Pat Schreiber de- 
scribed how parent cooperators 
take part in their children’s edu- 
cation. The day ended with a 
tour of the GHI home of Jill

yard advantage, Williams barely 
managed a dead-tie with Lena. 

One six-year-old _ girl, 
Samantha Nash, was so proud of 
her first place against a puppy 
beagle, she chanted, “I beat the 
beagle.” (The beagle completed 
the course after Samantha was 
done.) 

Another popular event was the 
canine musical freestyle in which 
dogs danced with their owners to 
the tune of rock ‘n roll music. 
One dog, which looked like a 
husky, did repeated twirls on 
stage to Dire Straits' ““Twistin’ by 
the Pool.” It appeared the owner 
may have trained the dog to 
make these turns by feeding it a 
treat because the dog kept avidly 
watching her hand as it twirled 
around and around. In other 
dances, dogs eagerly waltzed be- 
tween their owners’ legs. 

Pam Watson, who hosted the 
event and who has six years’ ex- 
perience as a canine choreogra- 
pher, said there are two organiza- 
tions that sponsor international 
events in canine musical freestyle. 
“The fun of canine sports is 
building a working relationship 
with your dog,” she said. 

Dog Varieties 

Various Owners were more 
than happy to talk about their 
dogs. Eva Fallon said she 
brought her sizable Samoyed to 
the expo because he was afraid 
of other dogs and she wanted to 
socialize him. She said that 
Samoyeds are cold-weather dogs 


from the northern mountains of 
Iran. Bred for 2,000 years, they 
are the oldest breed of dog, she 
said. She added that her dog’s 
metabolism varied from needing 
four to five cups of food in the 
winter to barely eating one cup 
of food in the summer. 

Dana Flanders said her 10- 
pound, long-haired Harvanese, 
Maggie, was descended from a 
breed of dog that was owned 
mostly by royalty in Cuba. She 
said the breed has been in de- 
cline since Castro came to power, 
and added that a couple in Colo- 
rado was responsible for helping 
to breed and preserve the dog in 
the United States. 

Pet Organizations 

“(Pet ownership] keeps us 
from being selfish and totally 
self-absorbed,” Flanders said. 
Several organizations that teach 
responsible pet ownership had 
representatives at the Expo. 
Margo Johnson of Alley Cat Al- 
lies spoke of her organization’s 
desire to provide a humane living 
environment for feral cats, which 
she said were cats that have 
grown up in the wild and can not 
be tamed. Lisa Schwartz of 
Rocky’s Ferret Rescue & Shelter 
said would-be ferret-owners 
should know that, while cute as 
pets, ferrets tend to live for eight 
to nine years and need constant 
care. She said her shelter houses 
anywhere from 20 to 40 ferrets.

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A Review 


"Romeo and Juliet" Bombs 
In Production as Farce

“Romeo and Juliet” is one of 
William Shakespeare’s best- 
known tragedies and needs no 
summary — most theater lovers 
have seen a production of it 
somewhere and sometime. How- 
ever, the Rude Mechanicals’ pro- 
duction of the famous love story, 
which played on Mother’s Day 
weekend at the Greenbelt Arts 
Center, was barely recognizable. 
Had they titled it “Mercutio the 
Offensive,’ few people would 
have known they were seeing a 
Shakespearean play. 

This production had many 
contemporary undertones: hard 
rock music, biker clothing, skate- 
boards, channel surfing, and an 
abundance of body piercing. The 
feuding parties’ weapons of 
choice, however, had not been 
changed from those of the origi- 
nal productions. It looked ridicu- 
lous to see a biker-style Capulet 
or Montague with a sword and 
dagger on a skateboard. 

Director Jaki Demarest, who 
also played Mercutio, changed 
and cut Shakespeare’s dialogue 
and characters. New love affairs 
between supporting actors blos- 
somed, for instance. Demarest 
also changed the gender of two 
of the characters — Mercutio 
(Romeo’s friend) and Capulet 
(Juliet’s father) were women. 

A different setting, changed 
lines and gender roles may sound 
interesting and promising. Unfor- 
tunately, this production did not 
benefit from any of them. The 
desire to have a unique “Romeo 
and Juliet” distracted the audi- 
ence so much from the play that 
they felt unsure about what they 
came to see. The loud and over- 
the-top Mercutio (Demarest), in 
particular, extinguished all plea- 
sure out of the first acts (the 
character dies during the course 
of the play). Demarest played 
“her” like a vampire on Ecstasy. 
She overpowered other characters 
not only by the sheer volume of 
her voice and laughter, but also 
by the vulgarity she attached to 
Mercutio. At times it was noisy 
and graphic. It became nauseat- 
ing. 

Another of Demarest’s new 


marvelous job. She was naive at 
times, confident at others. She 
was scared and brave. She was 
weak and strong — everything 
one expects from a great Juliet. 

Nurse (Rachel Zirkin), played 
by the only other actor who did 
admirable work, was the only one 
in the play who managed to find 
its subtle humor. 

The costume design (no one 
actually receives credit in the pro- 
gram notes) did not always flow 
with the production. Many char- 
acters’ costumes did not make 
sense — the swords and daggers 
combined with the bikers’ outfits, 
for example. The set design by 
Demarest and lighting design by 
Jay Henri were beautiful and flat- 
tering to the production. The set 
was kept mostly in black, white, 
and shades of gray — except for 
Juliet’s bed, which was partially 
draped in blood red. The lighting 
was right on cue each time and 
foreshadowed the character’s bit- 
ter end. 

Overall, this was a disappoint- 
ing production of a generally re- 
warding play. The ensemble 
never acted as one, instead acting 
after the motto “Everyone for 
themselves.” They ignored their 
own potential and limitations to 
play roles they must have chosen 
themselves, rather than being cast 
by someone overseeing the pro- 
duction. Shakespeare would 
surely have been offended.

Greenbelt kids, adult and leisure 
fitness, arts and special events. 
However, aquatic and fitness cen- 
ter programming would still be in 
that center’s budget. The opera- 
tions side of the department 
would deal with the city’s recre- 
ational facilities, the community 
center, recreation centers, aquatics 
and fitness center and recreation’s 
responsibilities for city parks. 
Presently the departmental bud- 
gets relate to the various facilities 
and programs are budgeted sepa- 
rately for each facility even 
though one program may be lo- 
cated in more than one facility. 
Council made little comment nor 
raised significant objection to 
Irving’s proposal at the meeting. 
Overview 

The proposed budget is 
“barely two percent more” than 
for the current year, according to 
Irving. The total proposal of the 
city manager for recreation and 
parks is $3,764,200 as compared 
to the current year’s adopted bud- 
get of $3,632,600 (before salary 
adjustments). While the number 
of full-time positions has not 
been increased, there is an in- 
crease in part-time employees 
equal to a full-time equivalent (in 
hours) of 1.7 employees. 

Irving reviewed the many pro- 
grams offered by the department 
and the many accomplishments 
achieved during the past year. In 
particular, he cited Recreation 
Supervisor Julianna McHale’s se- 
lection for a strategic planning 
committee of the Maryland Rec- 
reation and Parks Association, 
and Recreation Coordinator Greg 
Varda’s service on a code of con- 
duct committee for implementa- 
tion in all sports programs and 
leagues throughout the metropoli- 
tan region. Recreation Coordina- 
tor Brian Butler’s mentoring pro- 
gram for male_ teenagers, 
B.U.LL.D.ILN.G. (Boys United in 
Learning Development and I[gnit- 
ing the Next Generation) was 
also highlighted. Recreation Co- 
ordinator Janet Goldberg’s work 
with Red Cross blood drives, and 
her work with her father, volun- 
teer Larry Goldberg, on the Tu- 
toring and Homework Club and 
the Greenbelt Moving Ahead Pro- 
gram were recognized. Butler 
displayed a football trophy re- 
ceived when the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center received the 
fourth place award in the Wash- 
ington Redskins All Star Commu- 
nity Project. 

Irving noted that the Old 
Greenbelt Theatre moviehouse 
acquisition by the city this year is 
progressing. There still have not 
been any decisions made on how 
the city will operate the facility. 
However, he noted that council 
indicated that it wanted some rec- 
reation programming at the facil- 
ity. Councilmember Thomas 
White asked the council to add 
the theater to its list of work ses- 
sions to be scheduled. 

Irving also noted that the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Center 
addition project was being de- 
layed because of a slow-down in 
state funding. 

He also reported that the de- 
partment and management were 
preparing rules for limiting the 
use of its 15-passenger vans used 
to transport children and seniors 
to programs in Greenbelt and 
elsewhere. There have been re- 
cent alerts that fully loaded vans 
become top heavy and pose a 
safety problem. He noted that 
the Maryland-National Capital 
Parks and Planning Commission 
(MNCPPC) was limiting its vans 
to carrying only 12 passengers. 


Election survey results for the 
past four city elections are in- 
cluded in the budget. Davis 
noted that at each election the 
city results generally decline over 
the previous election survey’s re- 
sults. Irving noted that even so 
recreational programming and ac- 
tivities rated the highest of all 
city services except for the fire 
department. McLaughlin advised 
that the complete results from the 
last election should be available 
in another month. Putens noted 
that the election-day questionnaire 
does not constitute a statistically 
valid form of opinion sampling 
and wondered if a random survey 
could be done utilizing the same 
or similar questions. It was sug- 
gested that this might be done as 
part of the economic study of 
Roosevelt Center that is to be un- 
dertaken with grant monies. 

Aquatic and Fitness Center 

Rogala noted that the center 
had already completed 10 years 
of operation. Getting qualified 
lifeguards has improved, but the 
city still has difficulty finding 
guards in the winter time. A new 
recreation building on the Mary- 
land University campus has 
“sucked up all the lifeguards we 
used to get,’ Rogala said. Also, 
MNCPPC has increased its pay 
rates. Employing a full-time 
guard may be necessary, he ad- 
vised. He is also considering 
recommending a pay increase for 
the center’s cashiers. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts told Rogala that he had re- 
ceived complaints by regular 
class users of having to fill out 
new forms each time. Rogala 
said that it was necessary because 
of the screening of registrants re- 
quired for some of the classes. 

Davis and Putens expressed 
concern as to problems with theft 
at the facility and suggested that 
a file of names of persons attend- 
ing the pool be kept. Rogala 
said he had considered that and 
that the problems of signing users 
in at busy times could cause 
waiting lines and complaints. He 
said the problem was not “that 
great.” Councilmembers dis- 
agreed, and Rogala advised that 
he would go “back to the draw- 
ing board.” Councilmember Alan 
Turnbull said that he was not 
convinced that it was necessary to 
maintain a record of attendees, 
but “in this day, more security is 
required.” Rogala noted that a 
surveillance camera is being used 
and that the resolution of the pic- 
tures is being improved. 

Community Center 

Community Center Supervisor 
Joe McNeal told council that the 
“Community Center rocks and 
keeps on rocking.’ He claimed 
the center offers the “broadest 
spectrum of services and leisure 
opportunities available under one 
roof in Prince George’s County,” 
and possibly the state, he added. 
He said that a virtual reality tour 
of the building on the internet 
was in the works. It is patterned 
after one in Rockville, but “we 
will leave them in the dust,” he 
said. 

Report on establishing a long 
anticipated dark room is due to 
be presented by May 12. He is 
working with the police depart- 
ment on establishing a digital 
dark room as well. 

He proposed doing a demon- 
stration project for replacement 
windows on the historic building. 
He thought that by doing one, 
the unforeseen problems that 
cause contractors to be reluctant 
to take on the job can be deter- 
mined. It is more than just re- 
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placing the window frames, he 
said. The lintels and masonry 
need to be looked at. “We 
haven’t cracked them open to see 
what they are like”’ McNeal is 
working with the Maryland His- 
toric Trust and hopes to get a 
demonstration grant in three 
months. 

A contractor is working on a 
proposal for the design of 
signage shortly. McNeal wants 
council to review it before a 
meeting at the center. 

There is concern that the Food 
and Friendship Site Manager will 
be difficult to fill 1f a vacancy 
should occur. It was suggested 
that the position be upgraded to a 
full-time classified position in or- 
der to compete with the county 
on hiring persons. Council will 
consider this matter further at a 
future work session. 

Arts Programs 

Arts Coordinator Nicole 
DeWald presented a State of the 
Arts report that was well received 
by the council. She noted that 
an estimated 44,000 participants 
are expected to take part in arts 
programs sponsored or supported 
by the city. A site evaluator for 
the Maryland State Arts Council, 
Jim Chance, described the 
Greenbelt Community Center as 
“a model community arts center.”
